tunately, however, it would be as diffi- 
cult to deter the King of the Netherlands 
from wise and prudent concessions, by 
the ravings of pretended or blind Roy- 
alists, as to terrify him into undue sub- 
mission by ihe threats of an opposing 
faction. 
We would remind this mad 


enthusiast that it was by adopting a 
different course from that of Charles X. 
that the King of the Netherlands pre- 
served peace in his dominions, when 
the unfortunate Charles introduced civ- 
il war, and in three short days forfeited 
his Crown, and the respect of Europe.

Peers on the 7lh,ihe declarations of the 
Chamber of Deputies were adopted by 
a vole of 89 to 10, with the exception of 
one, which was modified as follows:— 


"The Chamber of Peers declares that 


it cannot deliberate on the provision or

of the Sth Aug. 


M. Chateaubriand asked whether the 


Chamber would think it proper to de- 
liberate when the Chamber of Deputies 
had already sent the result of their de- 
liberation to the Lieutenant Ge;;etal of 
the Kingdom. 


The Dukr- de Broglie replied that it

Ha reproached himself even for these 


few words on a detail which, all impor- 
tant as it was, disappeared in the gran- 
deur of the event. 


France, he said, is without a course, 


and I am to engage in the question 
whether to add or subtract from the 
masts ol a ship from which the rudder 
has been torn away. 
I put aside there- 


fore from the declaration of the elective 
Chamber every thing of a secondary 
interest, and in confining myself to the 
single fact announced, the vacancy, 
true or untrue, of the throne, I proceed 
directly to the point. 
A previous 


question ought to be discussed : If the 
throne is vacant, we are free to choose 
the form of our government. 
Before 


offering the crown to any person what- 
ever, it is best to know in what species 
of political order we will constitute the 
social order. 
Shall we establish a Re- 


public or a new Monarchy ? 


Does a Republic or a new Monarchy, 


offer to France sufficient guarantees for 
duration, strength and rest? 


A Republic would first have against 


it, the recollections of the Republic 
herself. 
These recollections are not at 


all effaced. 
We have not forgotten 


the time, when death marched arm and 
arm with liberty and equality. 
When 


you shall have fallen into new anarchy, 
can you awaken from his rock the Her- 
cules who alone was able to smother 
the monster. There are but five or six 
of these calendared men in history. 
In 


the lapse of some few thousand years, 
your posterity may see another Napo- 
leon ; as for yourselves,expect him not. 


M. Chateaubriand here proceeded 


to state his objections to a Pvepublic 
because he thought an unanimous vote 
could 
not be obtained. 
He asked 


what right Paris would have to impose 
a Republic on Marseilles, or any other- 
city. 
Whether there should be a sin- 


gle Republic, or twenty or thirty Re- 
publics ; whether federative or indepen- 
dent. 
He doubted the possibility of 


procuring a. President who would not 
soon desire to resign. He thought that 
a representative Republic might be Ihe fu- 
tnre government of the world, buLits lime 
had not yet arrived. 


He next passed to the monarchy — 


He said, that a King elected either by 
the Chambers or the people would al- 
ways be a novelty ; then he supposed 
they would desire the liberty of the 
press—that liberty for which they had 
accomplished so astonishing a victory ; 
well, every monarchy would be forced, 
sooner or later, to gag that liberty.— 
He asked if ever Napoleon could suffer 
it? 
He asked if a monarchy, the bas- 


tard of a bloody night, would have no- 
thing to fear from the independence of 
opinions; and thought recourse would 
necessarily be again had to the law of 
exception, 
notwithstanding the sup- 


pression of eight words in the Sth arti- 
cle of the Charier. 


Both the schemes of an elective mon- 


archy and a republic presenting diffi- 
culties, a third remained winch was 
worthy of some attention. 
Abomina- 


ble minister!, had sullied the crown, 
and sustained the violation of faith by 
murder. They had sported with oaths 
made before heaven, and laws sworn to 
on earth. 


"Strangers!" he proceeded, 
"who 


have twice entered Paris without resis- 
tance, know the true cause of your suc- 
cess. You presented yourselves in the 
name of lawful power. 
Should you 


now repair to the succor of tyranny, do 
you think that the gates of the capital 
oi the chilized world would as readily 
open before you ? The French people 
has grown great, since your departure, 
under the government, of constitution- 
al laws. Our children of fourteen are 
giants. Our conscripts at Algiers, our 
scholars at Paris, display to you the 
sous of the conquerors at AuMcrliti, 
Marcngo. and Jena; but sons fortified 
by all that liberty can add to glory."'— 
He proceeded to eulogize the conduct 
of the people of Paris, who had arisen 
not to break, hut to support the law.— ; 
"Charles X. and his son ha%e fallen 
from the throne, or have abdicated, as : 
you may choose to understand it.-— j 
But the throne is not vacant. 
After

After several ci- 
ther remarks, he concluded by saying 
that he voted against the declaration.— 
His speech was ordered to be printed. 


Count d' Andelouoiie of the seventy- 


six Peers, named in 1827, resigned his 
peerage, w i t h a few remarks; and his 
example was followed by Messrs. Bo- 
ville, Hocquart and de Grosbois. 


The Chamber adopted the Declara- 


tion of the Chamber of Deputies, ex- 
cept that part declaring n u l l the act of 
creation of new Peers by Charles X. 
and leaving the whole subject to the 
prudence of the Lieutenant General. 


When the declaration that the throne 


was vacant was about to be put, many 
of the Peers retired, and M de Castel 
bajac made the following remarks:— 


"I would not wish to be accused on 


account of my silence. I therefore de- 
clare that, as a peer nominated by the 
King, having received power only from 
him, having taken an oath of fidelity to 
him, I lecognize in no person the 
right of changing the laws of my coun- 
try and the order of succession, of de- 
claring the throne vacant, and offering 
it to any one. 
My conscience orders 


me to vote against such a proposition, 
and I withdraw.' 3 
Many peers declar- 


ed their concurrence in this declara- 
tion, and followed the example of the 
speaker. It is to be remarked, says the 
Gnzelte de France, and the fact will 
neither escape France nor future limes, 
that it is a minority of the Chambers 
which has offered a crown to the Lieu- 
tenant General of the Kingdom. 
The 


Chamber of Deputies is composed of 
430 members, that of the Peers, 392— 
total 822. Majority 412. In the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, 219 voted for the mea- 
sure, and 89 in that of the Peers—total 
o'nly 308. 
Another still more impor- 


tant remark is, that the Chamber of 
Peers can only vote legally, when it is 
composed of one third, plus one, of its 
members. 
132 were therefore neces- 


sary, and there were but 114 votes." 


"Glory and honor," says the Gazette

can save it." 


A series of extracts from the speech- 


es of several members of the French 
Chamber of Deputies, in one of the sit- 
tings which succeeded the great poiiti 
cal change which has recently taken 
place, are published. 


It appears, that even in that branch of 


the Legislature the King and the cause 
of legitimacy did not want able and 
bold advocates, who, with amoral cour- 
age and fidelity which are worthy of 
admiration, defended the character of 
the one, and maintained the principles 
of the other. They present an inte- 
resting scene, in which men of firmness 
and devoted attachment to the Royal 
family, are seen breasting ihe torrent 
of popular excitement, and upholding 
the claim of the "Royal Infant,'' in the 
midst of the strongest prejudices a- 
gainst the Bourbon Dynasty.

"Art 2. It cannot be disputed, that
